Croatia, 


Slovenia 
recognized 
by Europe

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia 
Slovenia and Croatia won Eu- 
ropean recognition Wednesday, 
dealing a death blow to the long- 
crumbling Yugoslav federation 
seven months and thousands of 
deaths after the two republics de- 
clared independence. 

The Serb-dominated federal 
government in Belgrade 
protested, but people in the two 
new states rejoiced as much as 
their suffering from Yugoslavia’s 
civil war allowed. Fighting has 
subsided because of a U.N.-medi- 
ated truce, which held Wednes- 
day in Croatia for a 18th day. 

Some European officials wor- 
ried that recognition of Croatia 
and Slovenia could provoke Ser- 
bia into fighting harder to control 
Serb enclaves in Croatia and 
other republics. Some leading 
Serbs said recognition could help 
them by leading inevitably to the 
creation of a smaller, Serb-led 
Yugoslavia. 

Politically, the recognition an- 
nounced Wednesday by the 12- 
member European Community in 
Brussels, Belgium was a victory 
for Croatia and Slovenia, which 
declared independence June 25. 

After a brief war in Slovenia, 
the federal army withdrew and 
focused its might on Croatia, 
where since early July it has 
helped Serb rebels capture about 
a third of the republic’s territory. 

President Milan Kucan of 
Slovenia, who turned 51 Wednes- 
day, described recognition of his 
nation bordering Austria, Italy 
and Hungary as “the best birth- 
day present ever.” 

As night fell in Zagreb, the 
Croatian capital, automatic 
weapons were fired into the air to 
celebrate and 1,000 people gath- 
ered in Jelacic Square, waving 
Croatian flags and singing patri- 
otic songs. Thousands of people 
packed a cathedral for a Mass of 
thanksgiving, and Croatian TV 
broadcast a new song to com- 
memorate the event: “Danke 
Deutschland,” or “Thank You, 
Germany,” which led the drive 
for European recognition. 

Croatian radio declared: “This 
is a day that will go down in the 
history of the Croatian people asa 
major event.” Thousands of win- 
dows were illuminated by candles 
in memory of the Croatian dead.

Signetics workers have 
a year to adjust to closure

One of Utah Valley’s largest em- 
ployers will be closing its doors tenta- 
tively Dec. 15, 1992. The closure of 
Signetics in Orem, a maker of inte- 
grated circuits and a division of North 
American Phillips Corporation, will 
affect approximately 900 employees. 

Workers were told of the decision 
Wednesday morning at a company 
communication meeting at the Scera 
Theater in Orem. 

Brian Bockman, a human resources 
manager at Signetics headquarters in 
Sunnyvale, Calif., told Signetics per- 
sonnel, “For most people who work in 
Feb. 21 and the assembly operations, 
what this announcement means to 
you is that you will have roughly until 
the end of this year to prepare for this 
change in your lives.” 

‘We're going to work with you to 


get through this transition,” Bock- 
man said. “You will have at least 60 
days of final notice prior to the end of 
your assignment.” 

Signetics president Jim Dykes, 
emphasized to employees that the de- 
cision to close the plant was not due to 
their quality of work. Dykes said the 
plant will be closed as a result of eco- 
nomics and a need to survive. 

Dykes plans to meet with Gov. 
Norm Bangerter to discuss the plant 
closure and the situation of its em- 
ployees. “My pledge is to keep you 
informed and offer you help,” Dykes 
told the employees. 

Signetics needs to streamline its 
operation due to the facility being al- 
most outdated by today’s standards, 
Dykes said. Signetics has been losing 
$1 million to $2 million per year on its 
JAN product line. 

Employees were allowed to ask 
Dykes and Bockman questions follow- 
ing their remarks. 

One employee asked if Signetics 


had considered selling the plant to an- 
other corporation instead of closing it. 

Several companies did approach 
Signetics, Dykes said. “The general 
feeling from the people is the same as 
what we found here, that essentially 
as a processing facility it is an unsal- 
able asset.” 

The plant will be available in 1993 
and the disposition of the plant is un- 
known. There are no intentions for it 
to be a major silicon facility, Dykes 
said. “There are no discussions, how- 
ever. I don’t want to leave the impres- 
sion that there are, with anyone,re- 
garding the purchase of the plant,” 
Dykes said. 

Another employee asked whether 
employees from Orem could be placed 
elsewhere within Signetics or NAPC. 

“We will be certainly taking any 
interest levels that are expressed 
here by employees and are interested 
in other Phillips activities and pursu- 
ing that aggressively with the folks

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Mideast talks marred by party disputes 


WASHINGTON — Israel extended its negotiations with the Arabs on 
Wednesday but the talks were marred by wrangling over West Bank settle- 
ments and an emerging political crisis in Jerusalem. 

The right-wing Tehiya party, fearing the advent of a Palestinian state, said 
it will quit the Israeli government. If the like-minded Moledet party bolts as 
well over the issue of extending limited autonomy to the Palestinians, the 
negotiations could shudder to a halt because the Likud government no longer 
would have a majority. 

Israeli negotiators postponed their planned Wednesday night departure for 
a day. This will permit a third round of talks with Jordanians Thursday 
morning and perhaps with other Arab delegates. 

The Palestinians are pressing Israel to cease settling Jews on land Jordan 
and Egypt held until Israel’s victory in the 1967 Six-Day war. They proposed 
on Tuesday that Israeli military forces withdraw from Palestinian population 
centers as part of a plan for self-government. 

“The Israelis did not have an agenda to offer,” Hanan Ashrawi, 
spokeswoman for the Palestinians, said. “They didn’t have any written pro- 
posals to offer.” The 45-year-old professor said the negotiations focused on 
the settlements “which are the central item.” 

“We will not enter into discussion of any agenda item until the settlement 
issue is resolved,” Ms. Ashrawi said Tuesday night. “We cannot.” 


Court rulings affect jails; public S¢hools 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court made it easier Wednesday for 
government officials to seek changes in court settlements requiring them to 
improve conditions at prisons and mental hospitals or desegregate public 
schools. 

The court unanimously relaxed the standard federal judges should apply 
when confronted by governmental requests to modify consent decrees. 

The decision on court consent decrees focused on a dispute over jail condi- 
tions, but it also could affect court-approved agreements over conditions at 
state mental hospitals and desegregation efforts in public schools. 

Hundreds of state hospitals and school districts are operating under such 
consent decrees. 

A typical consent decree over conditions at three prisons in Michigan and 
care for mentally ill inmates has cost the state more than $100 million so far.

Board to vote on UVCC’s 4-year status 


OREM, Utah — The Utah Board of Regents will vote Friday on whether 
Utah Valley Community College can become a four-year school. 

UVCC President Kerry Romesburg hopes the regents will authorize a plan 
to pay for types of degrees, faculty needs, tuition, athletics and overall costs. 

Romesburg said an $8 million figure presented at the regents’ December 
meeting was merely an estimate of-what a four-year program would cost. 

He will not name names, but said a number of presidents of the other 
institutions are against four-year status for UVCC. 

He said people are concerned that the money needed at UVCC would come 
“out of the hides of the other nine institutions.” 

UVCC’s four-year program must be funded with new money, he said, so it 
would be up to the Legislature whether to pay for it. 

“What it means is we’re finally going to provide access to hundreds and 
hundreds of people who are place-bound,” he said. “I don’t think the state can 
responsibly ignore this segment of the state.”

Don’t lock up files, 


give people access 


Two years ago, Rep. Byron L. Har- 
ward, R-Provo, became an original spon- 
sor and the first chairman of a task force 
looking into Utah’s many laws and regu- 
lations governing access to government 
records. In 1991, the Utah Legislature 
passed a new law based on the task 
force’s findings designed to make access 
to those records easier. Since that time, 
various government agencies and goy- 
ernment attorneys with the state Attor- 
ney General’s Office have been working 
on revisions of the law in hopes of contin- 
uing to limit access to the point of chang- 
ing the very focus of the task force’s sug- 
gested solutions. 

The legal counsel to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, John Clark, was the organizing 
force behind the effort to bang the file 
cabinet shut on the Government Records 
Access and Management Act. Clark’s at- 
tempts have led to meetings with the 
task force and some reconciliation. Clark 
still opposes several parts of the new 
access law and may try to ask for amend- 
ments to it on the house floor. 

Such an effort should be repulsed by 
legislators this month as they meet in 
the 1992 legislative session. The Govern- 
ment Records Access and Management 
Act, or GRAMA, was adopted by law- 
makers who correctly sought to relax 
restrictions on what the public can know 
about the activities of its own govern- 
ment and the conduct of its own paid 
representatives. The act put all access 
regulations together under one um- 
brella, simplifying a maze of rules, regu- 
lations and laws and expanding the pub- 
lic’s right to access what should be 
public records. 

While some records should be kept 
confidential, opponents of GRAMA say 
they fear the new approach would lead to 
total disclosure of classified records, but 
the law clearly restricts from release 
records containing confidential business, 
private’'and medical information: 

GRAMA opponents also cite time and 
expense as weaknesses of the new law.

Yes, missions do take time. Usually an 
LDS man who serves a mission misses two 
years for the mission plus a semester on each 
end. These men still, however, only average 
13.5 credits per semester. Something has got 
to give. 

Perhaps the University could require only 
100 credits for graduation. Barring national 
accreditation, this may even cost the student 
less money. Wait one minute. We can’t for- 
get that we are here in order to become pre- 
pared to maintain responsible professional 
careers. 

If BYU cost $22,000+ per year perhaps 
there would be greater incentive to study 
more. Kighteen credits per semester could 
be the new norm. Raising the full-time stu- 
dent requirements could also boost the cam- 


Rep. Martin Stephens, R-Far West, 
who chaired.the task force after Har- 
ward and still acts as GRAMA’s care- 
taker, says asking for fees for records 
considered open to the public is mis- 
guided. If the government cannot 
promptly find a document, the taxpayer 
should not have to pay a research fee due 
to poor filing procedures. What better 
way to hide misdeeds than to misplace 
documents which might uncover them? 

Stephens said fees are one of the stick- 
ing points in negotiations between the 
two sides. He agrees with renumeration 
for duplication of documents, but said 
the guaranteed right of access to the 
records in question would be violated by 
levying any fees. 

Stephens said the changes proposed 
by the Attorney General’s Office and 
other government agencies would 
change the state’s philosophy even on its 
pre-GRAMA access standards. The pro- 
posals would regard state records as 
closed unless an agency specifically says 
they are to be open. GRAMA assumes 
records are public unless agencies have 
proper motives for closing them. 

The objections raised by those seeking 
to suppress government records are 
very similar to those debated by law- 
makers last year. GRAMA was passed 
despite those dissensions and should be 
allowed to become law in April without 
change. Called “sunshine laws,” legisla- 
tion protecting the fundamental right to 
know what government and its agencies 
are doing is vital. Utah should embrace 
GRAMA and usher in a new era of access 
to the employers of government work- 
ers, the taxpayers.

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Ski resorts 
prepared for 
‘long weekend

Most Utah ski resorts are report- 
ing new snow and good conditions 
as they look forward to the upcom- 
| ing extended weekend. 

As much as seven inches of new 
snow has fallen at one ski resort, 
according to the Utah Ski Associa- 
tion, and business is expected to 
be brisk due to a national holiday 
on Monday. 

The following are current ski 
conditions at area resorts as re- 
ported by the Utah Ski Associa- 
tion: 

Sundance, 29” base, 2” new; 
Alta, 70” base, 6 1/2” new; 
Brighton, 61” base, 2” new; Deer 
Valley, 40” base, trace new; Park 
City, 44” base, 1” new; Park West, 
42” base, 1” new; Solitude, 53” 
base, 3” new; and Snowbird, 61” 
base, 7” new. 

There is 10K of groomed cross- 
country skiing at Sundance, 15K 
at Solitude and 18K at White Pine 
in Park City. 

If you are worried about how to 
get to the mountains, Utah Tran- 
sit Authority offers a bus access 
up Big and Little Cottonwood 
Canyons. 

There are “Park and Ride” lots 
at the foot of each canyon, accord- 
ing to Stan Declue, planner techni- 
cian for UTA. Declue said UTA 
operates 41 buses to transport 
skiers to Solitude, Brighton, 
Snowbird and Alta ski resorts. 
The cost is $1.25 each way. 

There is also a chance for more 
snowfall in the mountains before 
the weekend, according to the Na- 
tional Weather Service. 

On Thursday there will be in- 
creasing clouds with snow devel- 
oping late in the afternoon. 

The extended forecast for the 
weekend includes variable clouds 
with areas of haze and fog in the 
valley. 

There might be periodic light 
snow near the mountains with a 40 
percent chance of measurable pre- 
cipitation.

No emissions tests on vehicles, 
lower registration fees and cheaper 
property taxes are some of the rea- 
sons residents of Genola, Goshen, 
Santaquin and Elberta in southern 
Utah County would rather be part of 
Juab County. 

Juab County commissioners passed 
a resolution last week offering their 
support to southern Utah County res- 
idents. 

Don Eyre, Juab County Attorney, 
said individuals in southern Utah 
County are circulating petitions to 
promote support for the annexation. 

“If those petitions are successful,” 
he said, “the (Juab) County Commis- 
sion would support them.” 

Rep. Bill Wright, R-District 67, 
said, “Until now, emissions (tests) 
have been required for Utah County, 
and they are not required for Juab 
County.” 

He said that people often travel 
from southern Utah County to li- 
cense vehicles. 

Eyre said many residents feel Utah 
County has become too urbanized for 
their rural area. “They are better 
served by Juab County,” he said. 

Juab County clerk Pat Greenwood 
said there has been a rumble among

citizens for some time. They feel 
“Utah County Commissioners forget 
them because they’re on the southern 
end of the county,” said Greenwood.
